AJAX: McLACHLAN 
JUST WONT

Where will Bobby McLachlan be next year? 
That’s the most frequently asked question in 
Victorian soccer and three clubs are in the 
running to win the services of the little Scot 

— his present club Green Gully Ajax, South 
Melbourne Hellas and Morwell Falcons. 


McLachlan has been quoted 
as saying that if Ajax — State 
League champion for the past 
two seasons — wins a place in 
the 1983 PSL then he would 
stay with the club he joined in 
1980. 

“Look, it’s a bit premature 
to talk about these things just 
now and to be honest J don’t 
know what I'll be doing next 
year,’’ said McLachlan, 

“Green Gully is getting a 
lawyer to frame its application 
for the PSL even though a Vic- 
torian-based club didn’t finish 
in the relegation zone. Even 
the structure of the PSL for 
next year is up in the air. 
There’s no sponsor yet and in 
some circles there’s still talk 
about regionalisation.” 


PSL ‘expensive luxury’: Papasavas 


The public relations company em- 
ployed by the national league has 
heen given another three months to 
try to find a new league sponsor. 

Consolidated Royce Public Relations 
has failed so far to find a company to re-

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McLachlan has been linked 
recently with Hellas and Mor- 
well Falcons even though 
Green Gully Ajax president 
Guy Spiteri says: ‘I’m 90 per- 
cent sure that Bobby will be 
with us next year. He’s often 
told me that it would break his 
heart to leave.”’ 

However the recent depar- 
ture of Hellas coach Tommy 
Docherty to Sydney Olympic to 
take up a two-year contract, 
has fuelled the rumors that 
McLachlan would join Hellas. 

“South Melbourne Hellas is 
the glamor club of Australia,”’ 
said McLachlan. 

“Other clubs win a few 
more games but they can’t 
take away the charisma sur- 
rounding Hellas. Sydney City 
has proved itself to be the best 
team in Australia and it’s 
unfair that it doesn’t attract 
the crowds its team deserves 
but there’s no taking anything 
away from Hellas in the 
glamor stakes. 

“Hellas has signed a lot of 
good players in the past few 

years but the’ve probably 

araiea like individuals. Other 
sides may not have as much 
talent but they’re a lot tighter 
as a team unit. When I’ve 
watched Hellas this year I’ve 
had the feeling that its suppor- 
ters are hoping that when 
Charlie Egan gets the ball he'll 
score and that will put pres- 
sure on the opposition to get 
two goals to win. It’s a bit 
hopeful and as most people 
know that’s certainly not the 
way it is at Green Gully. We 
build up play a lot more. It 
strikes me that good individual 
players at Hellas do good indi- 
vidual things. 

“And of course confidence 
means a lot. The players must 
have been disheartened during 
the coaching upheavals this 
year. 

“Maybe the players are 
there at Hellas. Maybe the 
club doesn’t have to spend 
thousands to win the PSL title. 
I don’t know. All I can say is 
that if you sat back in 1977 and 
said that by 1983 South Mel- 
bourne Hellas wouldn’t have 
won a title you would have 
been laughed at. There’s 
something wrong there, on or 
ot the field. I don’t know what 
tis. 

**But the present situation is 
only temporary. Let's just say 
that Hellas has lost a little bit 
of face but the club has every- 
thing there to win a 
championship. I know that.” 

State League newcomer 
Morwell Falcons strongly is 
rumored to be hot on McLach- 
lan's heels. The Meibourne 
Press made much of recent 
rumors that Falcons president 
Don di Fabrizio wanted 
McLachlan to coach there next

“In many ways Falcons are 
just like Ajax when I first took 
over at Green Gully. The 
people at the club are tre- 
mendous and some older State 
League clubs should go to 
Morwell to take lessons in hos- 
pitality and diplomacy. 

“You know, nowadays 
people seem to think that 
being humble is a flaw in a 
person's armory. I think that 
being humble is an exemplary 
trait in anyone. 

“Falcons, like Ajax, are a 
humble club. They work damn 
hard behind the scenes to get 
what they want but they don’t 
let success go to their heads. 

“By being humble Falcons 
have by-passed more estab- 
lished State League clubs and 
you'll find that Fawkner and 
maybe Thomastown and Nu- 
nawading City in later years, 
will do the same thing. 

“And the present Morwell 
side needs only about four top- 
class players to challenge for 
the title. 

“Imagine that Morwell for- 
ward line with one more stri- 
ker — a winger who can run at 
defences. Noel Mitten, Richie 
McClunie and a top-flight 
winger are as good a com- 
bination as any in State Lea- 
gue. In fact there would be no 
better forward line.”’ 

Amidst the rumors that 
McLachlan would join Mor- 
well next year, he phoned 
Falcons player-coach Dave 0’- 
Connor. McLachlan told O’- 
Connor not to take any notice 
of the press, adding that both 
men should just go about their 
present jobs. McLachlan 
wished O’Connor and Falcons 
well in the Dockerty Cup, 
hoping that Ajax and Falcons 
play off in the final. 

If Hellas president Sam 
Papasavas phones McLachlan 
tomorrow and offers him the 
coaching position McLachlan 
won’t immediately jump at the 
chance. 


“A lot of discussion will be 
needed if Hellas offers me the 
job. Actually it’s an honor 
even to be linked with a club of 
the stature of Hellas but I 
would not rush into things, join 
Hellas and say look at me: I’ve 
landed the plumb coaching job 
in the land. 


“If I were to coach Hellas I 
wouldn’t think I was bigger or 
better than anyone else.”

Charlie Perkins, 47 next 
birthday, was talking 
about the sport — soccer 
— he admits runs a close 
second to his life’s great- 
est passion ... the ad- 
yancement of Australia’s 
Aboriginal people.

aide, to break the Abori- 
ginal syndrome of obscu- 
rity and poverty, then —in 
the late 50s — even more a 
reality than the 1980s. 

“Aussie Rules was the ga- 
me’, says Charlie, “‘and, 
showing the Aboriginal’s 
natural athletic and spor- 
ting ability, most of us 
played it well. 

“T must have been 14 before 
I even saw a soccer 
match. When I did I 
thought: This is for me! 

“This has skill, flair, imagi- 
nation.” 

Perkins was hooked and pro- 
ceeded to play South Aus- 
tralian State League 
soccer with Port Adelaide. 

Then, little known to Aus- 
tralians, Perkins reached 
for the bright lights of 
English soccer. 

You can imagine his reac- 
tion to the biting cold of 
England’s Liverpool — 
Beatles’ country — and 
the population’s equally 
biting Scouse accents? 


“It was like a foreign lan- 
guage,"’ Perkins says. “‘I 
trialled with Everton but I 
did not like the climate or 
Liverpool. I was offered 
terms but I left. 


“I went to nearby Wigan and 
for a while I worked in the 
coalmines. The people 
were marvellous to me. I 
loved them — still do. 


“It was from Wigan that I 
got my chance to play with 
Bishop Auckland, then the 
world’s top amateur side 
— sham amateur really, 
one that could —- and did — 


Third and even Second 
Division sides. 

Players like Mike Green- 
wood, Laurie Brown and 
Sean O'Connell were in the 
Bishop Auckland team and 
they were all great play- 
ers. 

“T went on to trial for Man- 
chester United but by then 
— in 1969 — I was home- 
sick, jack of the climate 
and wanted to return to 
Australia.” 


He did and settled in Sydney 
where he played for the 
next 3} years with Pan 
Hellenic, often as captain 
and coach and later with 
Bankstown before moving 
to Canberra. 

“Playing soccer helped put 
me through Sydney uni- 
versity to gain my arts 
degree in psychology, with 
sub-majors in an 
logy and government,”’ 
Perkins says. 


All the time the other side of 
Charlie Perkins — march- 
er for land rights, stirrer, 
demonstrator — ed 
him national notoriety. 


Then came the biggest crisis 
of his life — renal failure, 
years on a dialysis ma- 
chine before the ultimate 
kidney transplant. 

“T’ll admit I pushed life to 
the limits,”’ Charlie says. 
“But then I was a national 
figure and I wanted to 
keep pushing, to achieve, 
to pacek hts Barriers in 





the interests of Aborigi- 


Does he still? 

“Of course, perhaps even 
more than before,’ says 
the man who today heads a 
near $52mil-a-year con- 
cern, known as the Abori- 
ginal Development Com- 
mission, whose areas of 
interest range from Abori- 

i housing to profit- 
making business ventures. 


“So much has to be done — 
just like in soccer,” he 
says. 

He returns then to his ‘Soc- 
cer, the sleeping giant’ 
theme and his outspoken 
attacks on soccer’s admin- 
istration. 

“Failure to gain PSL spon- 
sorship, the World Cup eli- 
mination, lack of com- 
mercial television cov- 

ge. the general malaise 

‘afflicts the whole 

cone is an utter dis- 
aster,”” he says. 


‘‘Administrators just do not 
seem to realise that they 
have a dynamic sport but 
that a totally new ap- 
proach to developing and 
presenting the game is 
needed. 


“T do not have the solutions 
but one thing I regard as 
essential is the immediate 
appointment of a firm of 
reliable management con- 
sultants to put forward an 
administrative blueprint 
so that soccer can aim for 
positive, achieveable 
goals. 


“Given that, the various 
local, State and National 
levels of the game have to 
pull together rather than 
asunder. 


“So often it is said that 
soccer is its own worst 
enemy. That remark is a 
truism, 

“We have too much ad 
hocery rather than long- 
term forward planning; 
too much autocratic rule 
rather than sound internal 
management structures 
and anyone remotely con- 
nected with soccer knows 
who I am pointing the 
finger at. 


“We have lost so much com- 
Mmunity support that the 
situation is deadly serious. 


“We are going out back- 
wards.”’ 


Pausing only momentarily to 
draw breath, Perkins 
adds: 


“We also need a proper 
framework for youth soc- 
cer, a framework to pro- 
fessionally develop the 
well of talent Australia 
has to offer.”’ 


Is soccer alread ly doomed in 
the Antipodes? 


“Not doomed — but bloody 
well nearly so,’’ Perkins 
says. 

“It’s as bad as that.” 


And what of his own club, 
Canberra Arrows? It has 
been relegated and must 
go cap in hand seeking re- 
admission to the PSL.

He was Wollongong’s top 
scorer last year, notching 
seven from the right midfield 
position.

But McBreen was only one ° a 


of the personalities of a Cup 
final which Heidelberg had 
under its control before con- 
ceding limply to the men of 
APIA who played the way the 
game should be played — with 
heart, with determination and, 
most of all, until the very last 
second. 

Player-coach Peter Wilson 
returned for this game, 
numbed by painkilling in- 
jections, because he felt he 
could help. 

What an understatement! 
Nothing passed Wilson in the 
air, meaning that Heidelberg 
was unable to capitalise on the 
heading ability of Theo Selemi- 
dis. Normally, long throw-ins 
and some free kicks and 
corners are aimed at the near 
post where Selemidis is sup- 
posed to flick them on with his 
head. But this time, Selemidis 
met his match. 

So too did Gary Cole. He was 
helpless against Mark Pullen, 
not only because Pullen played 
so strongly, but also because 
Cole was carrying an injury 
and his confidence had been 
dented by having missed a pen- 
alty in the second minute of 
play! 

With Cole completely in- 
effective, Jamie Paton had to 
do virtually two men’s work, 
and he shouldered the respon- 
sibility very well — providing 
you don’t count that attack in 
which he should have laid the 
ball off to Cole imstead of 
shooting himself. 

While Heidelberg missed 
Cole’s usual contribution, 
APIA’s top forward, Marshall 
Soper, also was largely in- 
effective. 

Peter Wilson offered a pos- 
sible reason after the game. 

“Marshall and Gary Cole 
were both in camp with the 
national squad during the 
week, and they work you very 
hard there, trying to give you 
fitness in three or four days. 
It’s not really the best prepa- 
ration for a Cup final.”’ 

With Soper not firing, much 
of Peter Jones’ good work. 
went unnoticed. He builocked, 
he offered himself for every- 
thing, and he won most duels 
in the air, but he had little sup- 
port. Sebastian Giampaolo 
figured prominently in the first 
half with numerous runs down 
the left flank, but Arthur 
McMillan never let him get 
within shooting distance. 

At the other end of the field, 
Bobby Parkes had yet another 
great day. He had saved at 
least six certain goals the pre- 
vious week, in the final league 
match against South Mel- 
bourne Hellas, and he started 
the Cup final by saving a 
twice-taken penalty.

It was awarded by referee 
Don Campbell over a foul on 
Jim Campbell. Cole lined up 
his shot, and Parkes saved it to 
his right. But the referee ruled 
Parkes had moved too early, 
and so Cole got a second chan- 
ce. But against Parkes dived 
to his right to save one-handed. 


Parkes, who was recruited 
from the South Australian 
State League as Greg Wood- 
house’s understudy, was pro- 
moted to the senior team when 
Woodhouse was injured in 
APIA’s 1-7 loss to Marconi.

Heidelberg, already missing 
John Yzendoorn who was sus- 
pended, lost stopper Don Macl- 
eod due to injury after only 35 
minutes. Macleod tried vali- 
antly to soldier on after 
colliding heavily with 
McBreen, but limped off a few 
minutes later. 

Jim Bekiaris replaced him 
and never got into the game, 
and Ken Taylor dropped back 
from midfield to fill in for 
Macleod in defence. 

The best of the defenders 
however, was left back Jim 
Tansey, even though he should 
have had a penalty awarded 
against him over a foul on 
Soper. Tansey generally domi- 
nated his flank, and also deliv- 
ered the cross from which Jim 


Campbell headed Heidelberg 
into the lead after 63 minutes. 


But a few minutes after that 
peal: Heidelberg, in its usual 
ashion, stopped playing! 

Once more, our senses were 
dulled by a procession of 
square passes in defence, and 
passes back to goalkeeper Jeff 
Olver. Heidelberg obivously 
was concentrating on holding 
possession, but with 15 
minutes to go, it should have 
been attacking a lot more, 
pressing home its advantage 
while APIA’s spirits were 
down. 


Instead, Heidelberg handed 
the initiative to APIA whose 
players quickly regained their 
confidence. 

Wilson replaced Soper with 
Brian Godzik who gave Tansey 
a Jot of trouble. 

McBreen pushed forward 
more often, Jones became 
even more a ive. 

And then it all clicked for 
APIA. 

McBreen started a long run, 
skipping past Ken Taylor 
before preparing to shoot. At 
the point of contact with the 
ball, McBreen was tackled 
from behind by Jim Campbell. 
It looked almost as if Camp- 
bell, not McBreen, had con- 
nected with the ball which took 
a deflection off the left leg of 
Yankos before going past 
Olver, into the net for the 
equalising goal. 

Asked after the game 
whether it would have gone in 
had it not been for the deflec- 
tion, McBreen joked: ‘‘Il gave 


it just the right amount of top- 
spin. I planned it that way.”’ 

Five minutes from the end, 
Godzik cut inside from the 
right wing and played the ball 
square to Terry Butler whose 
first-time shot whistled past 
Olver just inside the near post. 

Olver's movement was sev- 
erely restricted by a shoulder 
injury at this stage, but even 
without that injury, he would 
have been unable to stop the 
shot. ! 

And so the Cup goes to 
Sydney while Melbourne looks 
destined to end yet another 
season empty-handed. 

Sure, Heidelberg still is in 
the top four series, but that 
will be won by Sydney City. 

Just a final observation 
about these two competitions: 

Taking nothing away from 
APIA’s victory, it is a shame 
however, that the Philips Cup 
has lost the sparkle it had 
when State’ League teams 
were competing in it as well: 

As for the top four: Which 
team is the champion: the one 
that wins the league or the one 
that wins the grand final? If it 
is to be the latter, then let’s 
emphasise it with a decree 
from the league and by provid- 

the appropriate amount of 
prizemoney, otherwise the top 
four series will continue to be 
a meaningless appendate 
whose support will dwindle 
over the years.
